Members  of  the  President's  Scholar- 
ship Club  attending  the  club’s  annual 
dinner  learned  that  memberships  are 
up  to  312  this  year.

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1973-74  FISCAL  REPORT  IN 

INCOME  EXPENDITURES 


The  audit  for  fiscal  yeal  1973-74,  completed  by  Zielinski  & Wolff,  certified 
public  accountants,  shows  Avila  closing  out  the  year  in  the  black.  The  pie  charts 
above  show  the  college’s  income  and  expenditures  for  that  period.  The  total 
revenue  for  last  year  was  $2,071 ,843. 

It  is  evident  from  the  charts  that  the  area  which  demands  attention  is  that  of 
scholarship  income  and  expense.  Excluding  federal  programs,  Avila  spent 
$93,91 5 assisting  students  with  their  education,  while  it  took  in  only  $24,254  for 
scholarships.  That  revenue  was  generated  primarily  through  the  President’s 
Scholarship  Club  and  the  Scholarship  Sponsors  Endowment  Fund,  both  of  which 
have  been  working  to  increase  memberships.  The  financial  aid  program  provided 
by  the  college  is  an  area  which  will  require  continued  support. 

NLN  RENEWS  NURSING  DEPARTMENT  ACCREDITATION 


Registration  Set 
for  January  29,  30 

Registration  for  the  spring  semester 
is  January  29  and  30  from  6 to  8:30 
p.m.  in  Marian  Centre.  Classes  begin 
February  3. 

In  addition  to  the  program  on  cam- 
pus, Avila  will  again  be  cooperating 
with  Johnson  County  Community  Col- 
lege, the  Department  of  Health,  Ed- 
ucation and  Welfare  (Kansas  City)  and 
the  Marine  Center  to  offer  courses  at 
these  locations  which  are  taught  by 
Avila  instructors  and  carry  Avila 
credit.  St.  Luke’s,  St.  Joseph’s  and 
Trinity  Lutheran  hospitals  will  take 
part  in  the  on-site  programs  for  the 
first  time  this  semester.  Courses  in 
biology,  business,  education  and 
psychology  are  being  offered. 

On-campus  Offerings 

Among  the  many  offerings  on  cam- 
pus for  second  semester  are  an  even- 
ing course  in  general  ecology,  of  parti- 
cular interest  to  teachers;  social 
security,  taught  by  Morris  Tulchinsky, 
columnist  on  the  subject  for  The  Kan- 
sas City  Times',  personal  finance,  of- 
fered during  the  day  when  the  on- 
campus  child  care  service  is  available; 
a beginning  conversational  French 
course;  extrasensory  psychology, 
psychology  of  learning  and  a dream- 
work  seminar. 

Two  new  daytime  mini-courses  are 
also  being  offered  by  the  women’s 
studies  and  physics  departments. 
They  are  home  repairs  and  the  femi- 
nist (March  11 -April  15)  and  auto- 
motive technology  (April  22-May  20).

Two  deaths  in  the  Scholarships 
Sponsors  “family”  occurred  in  the 
past  month.  Joseph  Straub,  husband 
of  Edna  Straub,  died  December  1 1 and 
Mrs.  John  J.  (Helene)  May  died 
December  12.  The  Avila  College  com- 
munity extends  its  condolences  on  the 
deaths  of  Mr.  Straub  and  Mrs.  May. 


The  Avila  College  nursing  depart- 
ment has  been  notified  that  it  is  re- 
ceiving continued  accreditation  by  the 
National  League  for  Nursing  which  is 
the  national  accrediting  agency  for 
nursing. 

The  department  originally  received 
full  accreditation  in  1966.  To  receive 
accreditation  standards  of  excellence 
must  be  met  in  the  content  and  im- 
plementation of  the  nursing  curricu- 
lum, the  quality  of  the  nursing  faculty, 
the  services  provided  by  the  clinical 
agencies  which  are  used  for  clinical 
learning,  the  academic  policies  of  the 
institution,  the  library  holdings,  the 
student  services  and  wholesale  activi- 


ties for  students  at  the  institution. 

Accreditation  carries  with  it  recog- 
nition on  the  national  level  of  the  nurs- 
ing department’s  excellence.  The  ac- 
creditation facilitates  graduates’  entry 
into  graduate  schools  of  nursing  and 
opportunities  for  positions  as  practic- 
ing professionals. 

The  nursing  department  faculty  sub- 
mitted a 350-page  self-evaluation  re- 
port (over  a year  in  preparation)  to  the 
League  in  applying  for  continued  ac- 
creditation. An  on-site  visit  by  League 
representatives  last  October  to  sub- 
stantiate the  report  and  consideration 
by  the  NLN  review  board  completed 
the  renewal  process.
